Double Tragedy Startles 
New Gar* 


mantown, Pa., When Bod ie* W ere 


Discovered by Neighbor of Woman. 


H arrisburg. Pa., Aug. 16.—The bod­ 
ies of Dr. Russell Campbell and Mrs. 
Ira M orrison w ere found at the home 
of the M orrisons 
in 
New G erm an­ 
town, P erry county, Monday morning. 
A neighbor discovered the bddy of 
the woman lying across the front door­ 
step, and further search revealed the 
doctor’! body in his room. 
H asty exam ination showed th a tch * 
woman had died from internal hem ­ 
orrhages, resulting from an operation. 
The theory is that Dr. Campbell per­ 
formed the operation some time du r­ 
ing the night, and on discovering the 
fatal result killed himself. His death 
was due to cyanide of potassium. 
Dr. Campbell was twenty four years 
old and a graduate of the Medlco-Chl- 
rurgical collage in Philadelphia. 
He 
was a son of Dr. H ans Campbell, a 
well known physician of Path Valley, 
Franklin county. A few months ago 
the young m an went to New G erm an­ 
town and set himself up in practice, 
taking a room at the home of Ira Mor­ 
rison. a local dealer in cattle. 
Morrison went to Dry Run, fourteen 
miles away, on Saturday to attend a 
picnic and to buy cattle, and remained 
over 
Sunday. 
H e 
hastened 
home 
when noticed of the tragedy. 
About l l o’clock at night David K ra­ 
mer, a neighbor, thought he heard 
moaning In the Morrison house as he 
passed, but aa no light was visible 
he concluded ha was mistaken. 
At 6 
o’clock in the morning. Luther Ray 
passed the Morrison home and saw 
two bare feet protruding from the half 
open front door. Running up (be steps 
he was horrified to find the body of 
Mrs. Morrison in her n'ght clothes 
and bathed in blood. 
She was dead. 
H urrying on into the h o u se . R ay found 
the body of the young doctor in hit 
room, dead on the floor. 
Beside him 
was a partly empty vial of cyanide of 
potassium. 
Dr. Cam pbell's hands were bloody 
and his 
shirt 
was 
spattered with 
blood. 
The in itru m en ts with which 
the operation had been performed on 
Mrs. Morrison were found in such con 
dltion as to leave no doubt of what 
had taken place. 
A coroner’s Jury was hastily sum 
monad, and word was sent to Dia- 
trlct Attorney Rice, who hastened to 
the scene from New Bloomsflald. The 
Jury found a verdict to the effect that 
Mrs. Morrison had died from the ef­ 
fects of an operation, and that Dr. 
Campbell had died from poison taken 
with suicidal Intuit, a iH result of the 
disastrous outcome of the operation.

RAISING BEEF CATTLE. 


Vain* af Good Pastures and Pure Wa 
t a r In S to c k B read in g . 
Careful attention to past urea baa for 
several reasons been the leading fea­ 
ture of my farming, writes a success­ 
ful Indiana stock breeder in the Amer­ 
ican Agrloa'turtst, first, because lo the 
rearing of cattle It is Imperative to 
maintain the breeding cows In robust 
health, and this can be most surely 
and economically compassed with out­ 
door conditions. 
I have never thought 
exercise as necessary to the health of 


c o s t s, as some c l a i m , but I do think 
that It Is Impossible to overestimate 
the value of nutritious grasses and 
easy access to (Hire water. 
The sec­ 
ond reason It that a greater per cent 
of the year’s ftmd ran be obtained with 
leas labor through good pastures than 
in any other way. 
The labor problem 
la Important not only because of the

money Involved, but also liecsuse of the 
strain it puts upon buiuau patient's 
aud forbearance. 
By the liberal use of 
pasture the tailor problem is reduced 
to Its lowest terms. 
Pasture bus peculiar value on a 
breeding farm because the animals 
are reared from babyhood, become ac­ 
customed to each other aud to the 
pasture and In consequence do their 
best. Conditions might be entirely dif­ 
ferent w here fitting for slaughter was 
the object of live stock management; 
then the bringing In of strange ani­ 
mals might meau the introduction of 
trouble 
My object being to have 
grass as many days in the year aa 
(Miscible, care Is taken not to overstock 
the pasture 
It Is a mistake that 
many of us make to believe that wa 
• re getting the most from the pasture 
wheu we permit It to be eaten off until 
the blades are but t o Inch or so In 
length and the soil exposed. 
Another 
very common error Is that laud Is 
made more fertile by being pastured. 
Those who have studied the subject 
tell us t Intt the fertility of ths land Is 
Increased 
only 
wheu 
concentrated 
feeds are fed or when top dressed with 
stable manure. 
In my own experience 
no Investment In farm machinery hat 
been 
more 
thoroughly 
satisfactory 
than a manure spreader, aud nowhere 
have the results »>eeu as Immediate 
and ss great as when it has been used 
on pasture land. 
With the spreader it 
Is iMisslble to distribute aa little as four 
loads to the acre.
